Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 6 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1,5,9 and 13 are allowed because the closest prior art, Granberg (US 6101382) 
and Tomoike (JP 410013945A), either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render 
obvious that "assigning an authentication code to the roaming number" as argued by applicants 
in Remarks/Arguments. 

Claims 2-4 depend on claim 1 . Therefore, they are allowed. 

Claims 6-8 depend on claim 5. Therefore, they are allowed. 

Claims 10-12 depend on claim 9. Therefore, they are allowed. 

Claims 14-16 depend on claim 13. Therefore, they are allowed.
